was done by some of the negro sol­ 
diers of t^e Twenty-fifth United States 
infantry and that the testimony tak en 
before the senate committee on mili­ 
tary affairs fails to identify the guilty 
parties, is the opinion of eight mem­ 
bers of the committee. 
Four mem­ 
bers of the committee v oted against 
this decision, and one m em ber did not 
v ote. 
The resolution declaring the 
guilt of the negroes was subm itted by 
Senator Lodge and was adopted after 
fiv e resolutions by Senator Forak er, 
one by Senator Dupont and one by 
Senator Scott, all of which w'ere of­ 
fered as substitutes, had been v oted 
down. 
The v ote was reached after pro­ 
longed inv estigation 
extending ov er 
tw'o sessions of congress, and ev idence 
had been tak en cov ering thousands of 
pages. 
Practically ev ery negro of the 
three companies of infantry dishon­ 
orably discharged by President Roose­ 
v elt, testified in his own behalf, while 
ev idence In support of the president 
was giv en by many arm y officers and 
citizens of Brownsv ille. 
Throughout 
the entire controv ersy, which in many 
sections of the country has been made 
a political issue, the anti-adm inistra­ 
tion action has been directed by Sen­ 
ator Forak er. 
In the final v ote in the 
committee a m ajority of the Republi­ 
can m em bers came to his support. 
The Ohio senator expressed himself 
as gratified at this, as it was appar­ 
ent from the outseF that all of the 
Democratic m em bers w'ere conv inced 
that the negroes did the shooting.

W estern railroad, to the alleged plans 
of the great political parties to make 
the sins of the railroads the leading 


tails of the process by which it is ex­

drums the shive, or woody portion, is 
loosened from the fiber, which is now 
ready , after a final cleaning, to be 
passed into the tubs for the secret 
chemical treatment that removes the 
gums and bleaches the fiber to a pure 
white. 
This process takes only a day to 
produce results that require sixteen j 
| weeks by European methods. Not only 
is a vast amount of time and labor 
saved, but the new process y ields al­ 
most twice as much fiber as the old 
from a given amount of straw, saves 
the seed, converts the shive into paper 
pulp and employ s the tow for the 
making of “ savoil,” a linen machinery 
waste, and “ oxolint,” an absorbent lin­ 
en for surgical purposes. 
With the great economies made pos­ 
sible by this process and using a raw 
material that costs only a third as much 
as cottou in the making of fabrics 
that sell for much higher prices than 
cottons 
command, 
large 
profits 
are 
counted upon in this first successful ef 
fort at linen making in the United 
States, for the process has passed the 
experimental stage.

Continuing, lie said, “ the two great 
political parties of the country , in 
planning their forthcoming presiden­ 
tial campaigns, make the sins of the 
railroads and their management and 
drastic corrections of the same, their 
leading issues, and herein may be 
found the real underly ing cause of all 
the general, indiscriminate abuse of 
the railway s and their management, 
and of the paraly tic stroke which they 
and all interests connected with them 
have suffered. 
With great foresight 
and shrewdness those who have plan­ 
ned and are responsible for this politi­ 
cal program have alienated from the 
railroads the chief political influence 
that they might and should have every 
reason to expect would use their in­ 
fluence to protect them against a cam­ 
paign of this kind, their own em­ 
ploy es. 
This has been accomplished 
by the passage of certain laws limit­ 
ing the hours of service, wages, condi­ 
tions of employ ment generally and 
others more far-reaching have been 
promised and are now pending. 
After 
declaring that the swreeping denuncia­ 
tion of the managing authorities has 
weakened their authority over their 
employ es, Mr. Truesdale added: 
“ The 
tendency , 
furthermore, 
to 
place the control of the railway s and 
fheir operation down to the minutest 
details in the hands of public officers, 
boards or commissions, all of which 
are subject to political influences to a 
greater or less degree, is by no means 
hopeful or reassuring as respects the 
future value or efficiency of the trans­ 
portation facilities of the country .” 
Mr. Truesdale was re-elected presi­ 
dent of the company and William 
Fahnestock was chosen a director to 
succeed the late Samuel Sloan. 


The Sin gle W o m a n ’s D em and 
M arried M a n ’s W a g e a New 
of the Suffrage Movement. 
With the admission by the New York 
women school teachers that they are 
not working merely for an increase of 
pay , but for equalization of salaries as 
between men and women, it is realized 
that the equal pay movement has be­ 
come an important feature of the wo­ 
man suffrage propaganda. 
This de­ 
mand for equal pay by the teachers has 
been taken up by the aggressive suf- 
fiagettes, w ho see in- it an opportunity 
to enlist indifferent sisters in the cause. 
Nothing less than the equalization of 
^he salaries of single women up to the 
wage of the married men will satisfy 
the teachers. 
That 80 per cent of men 
teachers are the heads of families and 
that GO per cent are aiding other rela­ 
tives in no way abates the women’s de­ 
mands, nor are they dismay ed by the 
fact that for well settled economic rea­ 
sons stenographers and other women 
workers receive less pay than men. 
What a concession to the equal pay 
demand would entail in the way of in­ 
creased taxation is shown by the fact 
that it would cost New York city alone 
over $9,000,000 a y ear to equalize its 
school teachers’ salaries. 
This is only one of the factors that 
led the superintendent of New York 
schools to state that “ neither by any 
received economic theory nor by the 
analogy of any practice in any walk 
of life can it be regarded as sound pol­ 
icy to determine the salaries of the 
great majority (women) of the teaching 
force by the salaries paid to a compara­ 
tively few (men) who are employ ed for 
special purposes.”

A movement for international peace 
was recently launched at Stamford, 
Conn., by Wilson L. Gill, LL. D., presi­ 
dent of the American Patriotic league, 
In which President Roosevelt, farmer 
President Cleveland and many other 
prominent men are interested and the 
offices of w hich are at 30 East Twentieth 
street, New York. 
After the close of 
the Spanish war Mr. Gill was general 
supervisor of moral and civic draining 
In the public schools of Cuba under 
commission from the United States. 
Briefly the plan is to establish cor­ 
respondence between children of the 
public schools in the United States and 
the school children iu foreign countries, 
with the idea of making them better 
acquainted. It is proposed first to make 
the experiment with the school chil­ 
dren of J apan and those of the United 
States. 
Professor Makay ama of the 
Normal college at Toky o, J apan, who is 
now In New York on a commission 
from the J apanese government study ­ 
ing new educational methods, has been 
in communication with Mr. Gill look 
lng to the establishment of school cities 
in J apan.

The people of J apan are 
rankling under the belief that they 
were deprived of the fruits of their 
war with Russia by interference of the 
United States in bringing that war to 
an end. 
The J apanese government is 
friendly , but the government is repre­ 
sentative, and the people may change 
its otficers at any time. 
“ The only safety , then, is to make 
the J apanese people realize that we 
are their friends; that we desire to be 
friendly with them and expect the 
same treatment from them. We hope 
to get that friendship established by 
correspondence between the childreu 
of the two nations. If we can make 
the children of the two nations friends 
It is safe to say there will be no war 
so far as J apan and the United States 
are concerned.”

there has been a m arked decrease in 
the num ber of persons convicted of 
m urder in Indiana each y ear since 
1905 is shown by repo rts at. the office 
of Governor Hanly . 
It is shown that 
the num ber committed to the state 
refo rm ato ry for m urder in 1907 was 
nineteen. All of these, of course, were 
sentenced on charges of manslaughter. 
The num ber committed to the state 
prison on the charge of m urder in 1907 
was thirty -three. 
Of these seventeen 
were sentenced for life and thirteen 
were 
sentenced 
on 
m anslaughter 
charges, the sentence being from two 
to twenty -one y ears 
in each 
case. 
“The decrease in the num ber of per­ 
sons convicted of m urder in Indiana 
in the last. twfo y ears is rem arkable,” 
said the governor. 
“For the calendar 
y ear 3907 there w'ere but fifty -two con­ 
victions, as against six ty -one in 1906 
and 165 in 1905, and the ratio of the 
num ber of persons convicted to the 
num ber of persons arrested and charg­ 
ed with the crime of murder, was 
higher both in 1906 and 1907 than in 
1905. 
The enfo rcem ent of the law re­ 
quiring saloons to close at 11 o’clock 
and to rem ain closed on Sunday and 
on legal holiday s, has been an impo rt­ 
ant facto r in the lessening of this 
great crime, one in which phy sical vio­ 
lence is alway s necessarily involved.”

gress a message accompanied by the 
prelim inary report of the inland w ater 
w ay s commission, 
the substance of 
which has already been published. The 
president tells congress th at unusual 
care has been taken In compiling the 
report and that the subject with which 
it deals is of the utm o st importance 
both to the present and the future of 
o ur country . 
The message follow's: 
To the Senate and House of Repre- 
senatlves: 
I transm it "herewith a Prelim inary 
Report from the Inland W aterw ay s 
Commission, which was appointed by 
me last March in response to a wide­ 
spread interest and dem and from the 
people. 
The basis of this dem and lay 
in the general and adm itted inability 
of the railro ads to handle promptly 
the traffic of the country , and espe­ 
cially the crops of the previous Fall. 
This repo rt is w'ell w o rth y our a t­ 
tention. 
It is thorough, conservative, 
sane, and just. 
It represents the m a­ 
ture judgm ent of a body of men ex ­ 
ceptionally qualified, by personal ex ­ 
perience and knowledge of conditions 
thro ugho ut 
the 
United 
States, 
to 
understand 
and 
discuss 
the 
great 
problem of how best to use o ur w’nter- 
way s in the interest of nil the people. 
Unusual care has been taken to secure 
accuracy and balance of 
statem ent. 
If the report errs at all it is by over­ 
conservatism. 
It contains findings or 
statem ents of fact, a num ber of speci­ 
fic recommendations, and an account 
of Inquiries still in progress, and It is 
based in part on statistics and o ther 
info rmatio n contained in a voluminous 
appendix . 
The subject with which it 
deals is of critical importance both to 
the present and the future of oui 
country . 


R iv ers Po o rly Dev elo ped. 
Our river sy stems are better adapted 
to the needs of the people than those 
of any o ther country . In ex tent, distri­ 
bution, navigability , and ease of use. 
they stand first. 
Yet the rivers of no 
o ther civilized co untry are so poorly 
developed, so little used, or play so 
small a part in the industrial life of 
the uation as those of the United 
States. 
In view* of the use made of 
rivers elsewhere, the failure to use our 
own is astonishing, and no thoughtful 
man can believe th at It will last. 
The 
acco m pany ing repo rt Indicates clearly 
the na s o v for it and the way f.o 
end It. 
The Commission finds th at It was 
unregulated railroad competition which 
prevented or destroy ed the develop­ 
m ent 
of 
commerce 
on 
o ur 
Inland 
waterw ay s. The Mississippi, our great­ 
est natural highw ay , is 
a case in point. 
At one time the traffic upon it waa 
w itho ut a rival in any country . 
The 
repo rt 
sho ws 
th at 
commerce was 
driven from the Mississippi 
by 
the 
railroads. 
While 
production 
w*as 
limited, the railway s, w ith their con­ 
venient term inals, gave quicker and 
more 
satisfacto ry 
service 
than 
the 
w aterw ay s. 
L ater they prevented the 
resto ratio n of river traffic by keeping 
down their rates along the rivers, re­ 
couping themselves by higher charges 
elsewhere. 
They also acquired w ater 
fro nts 
and 
term inals to an ex tent 
which m ade w*ater competition impos­ 
sible. 
Thro ugho ut the co untry 
thr 
railw ay s have secured such control of 
canals and steam bo at lines that to 
day Inland w aterw ay transpo rtatio n 
is largely In their hands. 
This was 
natural and doubtless inevitable under 
the circumstances, but it should not be 
allowed to continue unless under care­ 
ful Go vernment regulation. 
R equires In tellig en t R eg ulatio n. 
Co mparatively little Inland freight 
is carried by boat which is not carried 
a part of its jo urney by rail also. 
As 
the re|K>rt shows, the successful de­ 
velopment and use of our interstate 
w aterw ay s 
will 
require 
intelligent 
regulation of the relatio ns between 
rail and w ater traffic. 
W hen this is 
done the railw ay s and w aterw ay s will 
assist instead of injure each other. 
Both will benefit, but the chief benefit 
will accrue to the people in general 
thro ugh quicker and cheaper trans­ 
portatio n. 
The repo rt rests throughout on the 
fundam ental 
conception 
th at 
every 
w aterw ay should be made to serve the 
people as largely and ih as many dif­ 
ferent w ay s as possible.

business to develop a river for naviga­ 
tion in such a way as to prevent its 
use for pow*er, jvh en by a little fore­ 
sight it could be made to serve both 
purposes. 
We can not afford need­ 
lessly to sacrifice po we/ to irrigation, 
or irrigation to domestic w ater supply , 
w hen by taking thought we may have 
all three. Every stream should be used 
to the utm o st 
No stream can be so 
used unless such use is planned for 
la advance. 
When 
such plans arc* 
made We shall find that, Instead of 
interfering, one use can often be made 
to assist another. 
Each river sy stem, j 
from its headw aters in the forest to 
its mouth on the coast, is a single I 
unit and should be treated as such. 
Navigation of \he lower reaches of a *

can 
not be fully developed 
witho ut the control of floods and low , 
w aters by sto rage and drainage. Navi­ 
gable channels are directly concerned 
w ith the protection of source wmters, 
an*d with soil erosion which takes the ;

use of a stream for domestic and mu 
nicipal w ater supply , for pow*er, and 
in many cases for irrigation m ust also 
be taken Into full account.

The 
development 
of 
our 
inland 
w aterw ay s will have results far be­ 
y ond the immediate gain to commerce. 
Deep channels along the Atlantic and 
Gulf coasts and from the Gulf to the 
Great Lukes will have high value for | 
the national defense. The use of water-j 
power 
will 
m easurably 
relieve 
the 
drain upon our diminishing supplies of 
coal, and transpo rtatio n by w ater In­ 
stead of rail only will tend to conserve] 
our Iron. 
Fo rest protection, without 
which river Improvement canno t be 
\ 
perm anent, will at the same time help 
to 
postpone 
the 
threatened 
timber 
famine, and will secure us against a ! 
total dearth of tim ber by providing 
for the perpetuatio n of the rem aining; 
woodlands. 
Irrigatio n will create the ; 
means of livelihood for millions of 
people, and supplies of pure w ater will 
powerfully promote the public health. 
If the policy of w aterw ay s improve­ 
m ent here recommended is carried out, 
it will affect for good every citizen 
of the Republic. 
The National Gov­ 
ernm ent m ust play the leading p a rt in 
securing the largest possible use of 
our w aterw ay s; o ther agencies can 
assist, aud should assist, but the w*ork 
Is essentially natio nal In its sco^e. 
W hat C o ng ress Sho uld Do . 
The various uses of w aterw ay s arc 
now dealt with by Bureaus scattered 
through fo ur federal Departm ents. 
At 
present, therefore, it is not possible to 
deal w ith a river sy stem as a single 
problem. 
But the Commission here 
recommends a policy under which all 
the commercial and industrial uses of 
the w aterw ay s may be developed at 
the same time. 
To that end, Congress 
should provide 
some adm inistrative 
machinery for co o rdinating the work 
of the various D epartm ents so far as 
It relates to w aterw ay s. 
Otherwise 
there will not only he delay , but the 
people as a whole will fail to get from | 
our stream s the benefits to w hich they 
are justly entitled. 
The Commission recognizes that the 
cost of improving o ur inland w ater­ 
way s will he large, hut far less than 
w ould he required to relieve the con- 
gestion of traffic by railway ex tension.

affected. I heartily concur in the Com-1 
mission's recommendation to this end. j

way s. 
While we delay , our rivers re -! 
main unused, our traffic Is periodically j 
congested, and the m aterial wealth 
and natural resources of the country j 
related to w aterw ay s are being stead- j 
ily absorbed by great monopolies. 


Schem es of Corporatlone* 
Among these mo no po lies,'as the re­ 
port of the Commission 
points 
out, 
there is no other which threatens, or 
lias ever threatened, such Intolerable 
Interference with the dally life of the 
people as the consolidation of com­ 
panies controlling w ater power. 
I call 
y our special attentio n to the attem pt 
of the power corporations, through 
hills introduced at the present session, 
to escape from the possibility of Gov­ 
ernm ent regulation in the interest of 
the people. 
These bills are intended 
to enable the corporations to take pos­ 
session in perpetuity of natio nal forest 
lands for the puiposes of their busi­ 
ness. where and as they please, wholly 
without compensation to the public. 
Yet the effect of granting such privi­ 
leges, taken together with rights al­ 
ready 
acquired 
under 
States 
laws, 
would he to give aw ay properties of 
enormous value. Through lark o f fore- 
eight we have formed the habit of 
granting 
w itho ut 
compensation 
ex ­ 
tremely valuable rights am o unting to 
monopolies rfh navigable stream s and 
on the public domain. The repurchase 
at great ex pense of w ater rights thus 
carelessly given aw ay w itho ut return 
has already Icegun in the East, and be­ 
fore long will be necessary in the West 
also. 
No rights involving w ater power j 
should be granted to any corporations 
in perpetuity , but only for a length of 
time sufficient to allow' them to con­ 
duct 
their 
business 
profitably , 
A 
reaso nable charge should of course be 
made for valuable rights and privileges 
which they obtain from the National 
G o vernm ent 
The values for w'hieh 
this charge Is made w ill ultimately , j 
thro ugh 
the 
natural 
gro wth 
and 
orderly development of our population 
and 
Industries, 
reach 
enormous 
amounts. 
A fair share of the increase 
should be safeguarded for the benefit 
of the people, from whose labor It 


springs. 
The proceeds thus secured, 
niter the cost of administration- and 
improvement has been met, should 
naturally he devoted to the develop­ 
ment of our inland w aterw ay s. 
V aluable N atural Asset. 
The repo rt justly caUsattentio n to ilit 
fact that hitherto our national policy 
has been oue of almost unrestricted 
disposition and waste of natural re­ 
sources, and emphasizes the funda­ 
mental^ necessity for conserving these 
resources upon which our present and 
futur£ success as a nation primarily 
rests. 
Running w ater is a most valu­ 
able natural asset of the people, and 
there Is urgent need for conserving It 
for navigation, for power, for irriga­ 
tion, and for domestic and municipal 
supply . 
The Commission w*as appointed t# 
obtain 
Information 
concerning 
cr.i 
w aterw ay s as related to the general 
welfare. 
Much work was doue, but 
more remains to be done before a plan 
for their development can he prepared 
iu detail. 
We need additional 
in­ 
formation on the flow of our stream s, 
the condition of channels, the amo unt 
and cost of water traffic, the require­ 
ments for terminals, the area in each 
watershed which should be kept un­ 
der forest, and the means of prevent­ 
ing 
soil-waste 
and 
the 
consequent 
damage to our rivers. But it is neither 
necessary nor desirable to postpone 
the beginning of the work until all 
the facts are obtainable. 
We havt 
suffered heavily in the past from the 
lack of adequate transpo rtatio n facili­ 
ties. and unless a beginning is made 
promptly we shall suffer still more 
heavily in the future. 


M ississippi l.oop o f Sea. 
Being without funds or an ex pert 
staff, the Commission has confined It­ 
self to principles affecting the whoU 
problem and the entire country . 
It» 
report Is a plea, In the light of actual 
facts, for simplicity and directness ii> 
dealing with the great problem of our 
inland w aterw ay s in the interest of th# 
people. 
It subm its no specific plan* 
or recommendations concerning eveu 
the 
most 
im po rtant 
projects. 
Th# 
first of these of course concerns the 
Mississippi and its tributaries, whoso 
commercial development will directi 
y 
affect half o ur people. 
The Mississip­ 
pi should he made a loop of the sea 
and wo rk upon it should be begun at 
the earliest possible moment. 
O u’y 
less im po rtant is the Atlantic inner 
passage, parts of which are already uu- 
deT way . The inner passages along the 
Gulf coast should be ex tended and 
connected with the Atlantic w aters 
The need for the developing of th# 
Pacific const rivers is not less pressing 
Our people are united In suppo rt of t h » 
immediate adoption of a progressive 
policy of inland w aterw ay develop­ 
ment. 
H itherto our national policy of In­ 
land w aterw ay development has been 
largely negative. 
No single agency 
hits been responsible under the co n 
gross for m aking the best use of out 
rivers, or for ex ercising foresight 
their development. 
In the absence of 
a comprehensive plan, the only saf# 
policy 
w as one 
of 
repression 
and 
procrastination.

H isto ric D o o rs For Yale. 
Tw o doors of the parsonage in Bran­ 
ford, Conn., where the ten ministers 
met in the year 17 0 0 and gave the 
books for the founding of Yale college, 
are to be mounted and placed in the 
university library, says the Yale Alum ­ 
ni Weekly. The two doors were origi­ 
nally mounted on swinging hinges and 
opened into the room w here the minis­ 
ters gathered. 
They are the gift of 
George Dudley Seymour of New H a­ 
ven, Conn., w’ho obtained them when 
the old house was torn down and pre­ 
sented them to the university at the 
time of the bicentennial celebration. It 
was planned to make them into panels 
In the doors which open between King­ 
ly hall and Chittenden library, and for 
this purpose they were preserved un­ 
mounted. When Llnsiy hall was com­ 
pleted, however, and the old doors 
were Inspected, it was decided that 
they were too frail to stand the wear 
and tear of actual service, and it has 
been decided to mount them on swing 
ing hinges in a glass cabinet, where 
they w ill stand in the same relative 
position to each other as In the old 
Branford house. The relics are espe­ 
cially valuable from an antiquarian 
standpoint, as they are the oldest parts 
known which belonged to any building 
connected w ith Yale history.
